NAVY'S AKRON MAKES 
CALL ON WASHINGTON 


Huge Dirigible’ Is Accom- 
panied by Los Angeles on 
First Official Hop. 


° WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—)— 
The ndvy’s huge airship, Akron, 
made her first call on Washington to- 
day, bringing along the Los Angeles 
just to show off her own great size. 

Cruising in wide. circles over the 
capital, the Zeppelin dipped low over 
the Unknown Soldier’s tomb at Ar- 
lington and repeated the curtsy at 
the White House for her sponsor, 
Mrs. Hoover.

Apache’s Murder Confession 


Secured by Special Agent 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2-7) 
The justice department Announced to- 
day a confession has. been obtained 
from Golney Seymour, young Apache 
Indian, that he killed Miss Henrietta 
Sehmerler on the White river Indian 
reservation in Arizona last July. 

Bureau of investigation agents re- 
ported Seymour confessed he crimi- 
nally assaulted and then ‘killed the 
young Columbia University research 
worker. ' 

He is being held on the reservation 
and will be tried in a federal court. 

The arrest was made by agents of 
the El Paso office. Miss Schmerler’s 
body was found in a ditch on the 


' reservation. 


J. A. Street, a special agent of the 
bureau, spent the summer in disguise 
among the Apaches to work on the 
case. ._In addition to obtaining a full 
confession from Seymour, Street was 
described. as having also gotten from 
Robert Gatewood a statement that he 
witnessed the murder. Gatewood is 
in jail at White river as a govern- 
ment witness. 

Street returned from the Indian 
country with his solution of the crime 
just as department officials were be- 
ginning to worry over his long ab- 
sence. They had not heard from him 
for several weeks. 

Miss Schmerler was killed while she 
was living on the reservation study- 
ing tribal customs of the Anaches in 


dian reservation. She donned Indian 
costume and attended several of the 
tribal dances with young Indians. 


_She was warned by reservation of- 
ficials- that she might be subjecting 
herself to damger if she became toe 
inquisitive and ventured too much 
alone with the Indians. ° 

Agent Street, assigned f6 the case 
by Ralph H. Colvin, agent in charge 
at El Paso, was picked largely be- 
cause he distinguished himself in an- 
other celebrated Indian mystery—the 
Osage murder cases of 1925—in which

INTERNAL TROUBLE 
KEEPS CHINA BUSY 


Russia Officially Denies 
Rumors of Military Ac- 
tivity in Manchuria. ¢ 


TOKYO, Noy. 2 —(/)—Recurring 
rumors of Russian military activity 
about north Manchuria were balanced 
today with official Russian denials 
as Chinese government troops in 
southwestern Manchuria put down an- 
other rebellion. 

While officiais sought to- extract 
some grain of fact from a shifting 
pile of rumors of agreement between 
Russia and China to ¢o-operate in 


victory for troops of Chang Hsueh- 
liang, whom Japan deposed as gov- 
ernor of Mahchuria, over those of 
General Ling Yin-ching, near Pan- 
shanhsien. 

This was the second military sepa- 
ratist movement in Manchuria that 
Chinese nationalists have overcome 
since Japan occupied south Manchuria 
on the grounds that a clash between 


her soldiers and Chinese near Muk-! 


den demonstrated the Chinese admin- 
istration was not giving Japanese 
lives and property proper protection. 

The first such movement put down 
was led by Chang Hai-peng, of Tao- 
han, western Manchuria, who sought 
to throw down the nationalist admin- 
istration in Tsitsihar and was sound- 
ly defeated by loyal troops of the ab- 
sent governor, Wan Fu-lin. During 
the fighting the nationalists damaged 
three railroad bridges on the line be- 
tween Taonan and Tsitsihar, which 
Japanese railway engineers. plan to 
repair. 


Fearing bandit attacks in the wild 
country around Tsitsihar, the Japa- 
nese engineers, employes of the Japa- 
nese-owned South Manchurian rail- 
way, planned to take along a mili- 
tary escort, but Russia protested. 
This led to diplomatic conversations 
at Moscow between the acting for- 
eign commissar, L. M. Karakhan, for- 
mer ambassador to China, and the 
Japanese ambassador, Koki Hirota. 

So far M. Karakhan has denied to 
Hirota all intention of sending Rus- 
sian troops into Manchuria, but si- 
multaneously has asked the Japanese 
not to extend further north their line 
of military occupation, which extends 
roughly from Kirin to Changchun to 
Taonan. 

It was announced Japan’s note re- 
plying .to China’s suggestions for (i- 
rect Manchurian negotiations, under 
the resolution recently adopted by the 
League of Nations council, had been 


prepared and would be made public 
probably in a day or so. The note, it 
is understood, again says China must 
recognize Japan’s “five fundamental 
points” before negotiations can be 
started.

Union Leaders Take Ac- 


tion After Conference 
on Working Problems.

This action was taken after an all- 
day meeting of the labor leaders, who 
represent 1,250,000 employes. A reso- 
lution proposing the conference. was 
transmitted immediately to R. #H. 
Aishton, chairman of the Association 
of Railway Executives, whose head- 


| quarters are here. 


What position the executives will 
take on the proposal was not made 
known. Some of the labor leader said, 
however, a similar suggestion thev ad- 
vanced last summer proved fruitless. 

Unemployment was described as the 
most important of 2S subjects listed 
ior discussion by the labor leaders as 
they began a three-day meeting todar. 
A total of 350,000 railway employes 
were said to be out of work. : 

_ The labor representatives at a meet- 
ing here last July warned that they 


' would oppose to the utmost any ef- 


forts to reduce wages. 

While today’s conference was in 
progress, Daniel Willard, president of 
the Baltimore and Ohio, proposed to 
at senate manufactures subcommittee 
that the transportation act be amend- 
ed to permit railroads to retain high 
earnings in prosperous years to tide 
them over lean years, 

Willard said creation of such a pool 
would aid the railroads in playing an 
important part in stabilizing indus- 
try. The law now provides that half 
of all earnings above 6 per cent must 
he turned over to the government for 
aiding weaker roads and the other 
half used to build up reserves. 

Under the resolution adopted by the 
labor group, the conference would con- 
sider “any proposals affecting rail- 


| Way operation which railway manage- 


ments desire to advance and any pro- 
posals, including present and future 
relief of unemployment and stabiliza- 
tion of employment, which this asso- 
ciation desires to advance.” 

“The economic conditions affecting 
the operations of and employment on 
the railroads, have changed materially 
in the current year,” the resolution 
read, “and the earnings of railroad 
employes and the amount of ayail- 
able employment have been reduced 
severely. 

“Proposals affecting railway wages 
have been made public by several of 
railroads and are known to be 
under consideration by other. 

“The employes of all the railroads 
face the urgent need for the adoption 
of measures which may provide, not 
only temporary relief, but assurances 
of future stabilization of employment 
and relief from eontinuing reductions 
of employment and cyclical periods of 
grave unemployment,

A certain man owned an orchard and employed an Indian to tend it, 
promising him in return for his labor two-fifths of the harvest. 

When the apples were gathered and placed in baskets for the market, 
‘the man said to the Indian: ‘‘Is not ten greater than five?” ‘‘Much great- 
er,” said the Indian. “Then I shall do better than I promised,”’ said the 
man. ‘‘Instead of two-fifths, I shall give you two-tenths of the crop.”’ 

The Indian knew he was being cheated and threatened suit at law. 
“That isn’t necessary,” said the man. “I shall call in my two nearest 
neighbors and leave the decision to them.’’ The Indian agreed and the 
neighbors were called. 
| One of them was a stupid man who thought a tenth greater than a 
' fifth and therefore concluded that the Indian had been given his just due 
and more. The other neighbor was an expert mathematician but hated 
all men whose skins were not white. He also decided against the Indian. 

Now what shall you say of these neighbors? One was stupid and the 
other prejudiced, and they reached the same decision. Was the stupidity 
of one any more of a handicap than the prejudice of the other? If each 
depended on his mind for guidance, and both were tricked in the same 
manner, in what way is a prejudiced man superior to a stupid one? 

You have heard the old siory of the mother and daughter. who saw 
a drunk man stumble and fall as he tried to negotiate a street crossing. 
“Filthy, disgusting brute,” said the older woman; “he should be sent 
to jail.”” “Oh, mother,” cried the girl, ‘it’s Brother Billy.” ‘Poor, darling 
boy,’”’ said the mother; “some filthy brute has got him drunk.” 

Do you think such bias rare? 

What does the ordinary American think of Japan’s butchery of Chi- 
nese? The Japanese, justified by might alone, occupy Chinese territory. 
Patriotic Chinese, enraged past endurance, strike a blow for freedom— 
as the American colonists did. In revenge the Japanese bomb and de- 
stroy helpless hundreds. The excuse is that the patriots are “bandits.” 
The brutality of it enrages Americans. 

Yet the Nicaraguans who resented invasions by American troops were 
‘‘bandits,’’ also, and few Americans gave them sympathy. 

It matters much whose ox is gored. The wrong of murder depends 
on whether it is done by a distiller or a dry agent. Repudiation of debts 
is vile only when other nations do it. 

Bias is loss of mental balance. If a biased mind makes you agree with 


a stupid one, stupidity is your equal.

Program of Diversitied F arming 
Profitable to Hancock Countian 


SPARTA, Ga., Nov. 2.—Although 
living all of his life in a county 
where cotton has been the principal 
agricultural crop since before the Civil 
War, Ivan V. Johnson has proven to 
the world that “the live-at-home” plan 
is the best for farmers to follow. Mr. 
Johnson, although deprived of an ag- 
ricultural edycation, has made a for- 
tune which he actually “dug out of 
the ground.” 

When he started farming in this 
county he had an ox to plow and a 
rented farm. This, however, did not 
altar his determination to succeed and 
now he is one of the largest landown- 
ers in Hancock county. He is sue- 
cessful in his methods of farming by 
living at home and requires his ten- 
ants to do likewise. When a farm- 
er moves on his lands he requires him 
to raise all of the corn, hogs and 
chickens he will need for feeding his 
family. One or two good milch cows 
are furnished him by Mr. Johnson if 
he has none and he is then required 


to make his own way. No sugar or 
coffee is furnished to the tenants as 
Mr. Johnson claims they can _ sell 
enough butter, milk and eggs to buy 
these articles of diet. 

Cotton is made a surplus crop, aft- 
er the food crops have been planted. 

This method of farming has been 
practiced on the Johnson farms many 
years and the depression and low 
price of cotton now is not worrying 
him.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Two of the 
most important basic industries—oil 
and steel—report a very welcome im- 
provement. An increase of 2 per cent 
in steel operations for last week 18 
announced by one of the weekly steel 
reviews. Advances in the prices of 
crude oil in various parts of the coun- 
try manifest the prevalance of bet- 
ter conditions in that industry. 


A further advance of nearly 2 cents 
a bushel in the price of wheat, bring- 
ing the quotation up to a new high 
level for this movement, is also stimu- 
lating the industrial pulse. 

The importance of these factors 
found expression in higher prices dur- 
ing the greater part of today’s ses- 
sion of the stock market, when the 
pivotal shares rose to new high levels 
for this rally. The bond market also 
continued to register the revival of 
confidence. 

Prices eased off in the last hour 
due to profit-taking by speculators in 
anticipation of the holiday on the ex- 
change because of election day. 

The late reaction in stocks, how- 
ever, is regarded as a minor reaction 
in a major upward movement ex- 
pected to grow out of the industrial 
improvement. 

BANK. STOCKS. 

Confidence also is reviving in the 
banking situation and this is causing 
an improved demand for the shares 
of these institutions. Earnings of the 
banks are expected to be larger owing 
to the higher interest rates and the 
greater demand for money because of 
the improvement in general business. 

Some banking legislation is expect- 
ed when congress meets in December 
‘and various institutions are widening

‘in anticipation of it. These security
